What will come of the meeting can 
be only conjecture. 
The Republican

Colonel Roosevelt, but not opposed to 
the elimination of Justice Hughes. 
The Progressive conferees g* neral 
Iv are regarded as men who will In­ 
sist on tho colonel’s nomination. 


Creates New Uncertainty. 


The acceptance by both conv ntions 
of 
the 
peace conference 
proposal 
threw the situation into a new lint or- 
tainty. 
Hughes supporters and many other 
Republican leaders feel that it cannot 
prevent the nomination of the justice, 
but the development has had the ef­ 
fect of holding off the expect cl rrys- 
talizatlon upon Justice Hughes in th* 
Republican convention. 
While both sides 
reported “ prog­ 
ress’* the 
Republh ans appeared 
to 
take a more optimistic view of the 
situation than some of the Prop re 
sives, among 
whom

from a unanimity of opinion that an 
agreement was probable.

In the growth and progress of a very 
noble profession. 
Nurses have been 
known since the tim e of A ristotle and 
Galen, but It was not u n til 1873 th a t 
organized 
ohools of train in g were 
s t a r t e d , and th*lr estab lish m en t at 
th a t tim e aros* from the experience 
of arm y hospitals d u ring the E u ro ­ 
pean wars notably the Crim ean. At 
th at tim** a deep* rat** need of more 
highly trained and highly specialized 
nurses was felt, and a little la te r a 
system atized effort was made to es­ 
tablish schools 
for 
nurses. 
Since 
1873 the profession has made great 
strides, keeping pace In fact with the 
g row th and developm ent of the m ed­ 
ical profession. 
M uch ha- been ex­ 
pected of a grad u ate nurse in th* 
past, but still more will he expected 
In th e fu tu re, and it seems to me 
th a t social service offers 
a 
Yen 
te m p tin g career to tho#*’ of you who 
would like th a t work. 
As you may Imagine, social ser­ 
vice deals prim arily with the social 
diseases, and as approxim ately nine- 
tenth* of all diseases belong to that 
class, you can easily imagine, how' 
wide Is the field and how g n a t the 
variety of case- com ing to th*- social 
w orker. 
We find by far the largest 
num bers of such cases am ong th* te n ­ 
em ents. w here poverty, Inefficiency 
and discouragem ent work hand In 
hand w ith over crow ding, poor food 
and bad air, to produce the best pos­ 
sible breeding g ro u n d for all kinds of 
diseases, and we 
not 
Infrequently 
find th a t th e disease for which the 
p atien t comes to us. is the least im ­ 
p o rtan t sym ptom of his troubles, th a t 
It is really his social environm ent 
th a t we have to Investigate in order 
lo get at the real caus* of bis tro u ­ 
ble and trea t it intelligently. 
By social service is m eant the In­ 
telligent co-operation of nurs*

ing out the tre a tm e n t of any p a rtic ­ 
u lar case; in finding suitable occu­ 
pation for such case; 
In 
teach in g 
each p a rtic u la r case how best to p re­ 
vent a repetition or re tu rn of his 
physical disability 
and 
lastly 
in 
m aking sure th a t such follow ing up 
treatm en t is carried out. 
In o th e r 
words the p a tie n t is not m erely told 
to get suitable em ploym ent and to do 
this and th a t in order to keep well 
and to be of some use to him self and 
m ankind, but the social w orker a c t­ 
ually goes an d finds the k in d of em ­ 
ploym ent th e p a tie n t 
needs, 
th o r ­ 
oughly in stru c ts th e em ployer or in 
case of a school child, the teach er, aw 
to w hat th is p atie n t m ust or m ust 
not be allow ed to do. 
Social service then Is essentially 
the in vestigation of the social needs 
of a p atien t Insofar as they have to 
do with the intelligent c a rry in g out 
of his medical needs. 
P ractically all 
the social 
w orkers 
ar** 
g rad u a te 
nurses, not all, for a scientific n u r s ­ 
ing train in g is not absolutely essen­ 
tia! to such work. 
They are paid 
from th e general fund w hich su p ­ 
ports th e o rg an iz atio n and w hich la 
en tirely subscribed by v o lu n ta ry con­ 
tributions. 
As a rule the social se r­ 
vlet* Is connected w ith th e o u t-p a ­ 
tient d e p a rtm e n t of a hospital, w hich 
in a city hospital freq u en tly trea ts 
from 5000 to 100.000 p atien ts a year. 
Vs you know th e o u t-p atien t d e p a rt­ 
ment deals w ith only those patients 
\y ho are not bed-fast, 
w ith 
those 
whose afflictions will let them live 
at home but w ho can go to the hos­ 
pital for diagnosis and tre a tm e n t. It 
is quite obvious t h a t the physicians 
and surgeons connected w ith the o u t­ 
patient d ep a rtm en t 
can n o t 
follow 
each of those 5.000 to 10,000 p atien ts 
to th e ir homes, study th e ir social 
conditions and m ake sure th a t th e ir 
instructions are properly carried out, 
and It Is here th a t the social w orker 
ones Into action. 
It has been likened u n to a great 
battle field In which that great, dread 
public enem y, disease, has been ac­ 
curately located behind stro n g e n ­ 
trenchm ents, by the scientific 
field 
glasses and range-finders of th** o u t­ 
patient d ep a rtm en t whose shells of 
advice and trea tm e n t 
have 
served 
only to tem porarily disorganize and 
confuse t Ii** enem y, but whose com ­ 
plete rout and an n ih ila tio n m ust he 
bro u g h t 
ab o u t 
by 
the 
scientific 
harg e of those In fa n try regim ents 
of social workers. 
Highly specialized ami In tellig en t 
women are In ch arg e of th is social 
service work, and really the work 
they ore accom plishing Is no th in g 
I* a th a n m arvelous. 
We find th** 
social 
service 
d e p a rtm en t 
of 
the 
M assachusetts G eneral 
hospital 
in 
Boston In ch arg e of a co m m ittee of 
three 
tw o g ra d u a te nurses and om 
physician. 
T hey have divided 
th* 
work into sep arate d ep a rtm e n ts each 
w ith a social w orker iii ch arg e, who 
bas mad* 
a special study of th at 
class of cases com ing u n d er h er de­ 
partm ent. 
U nder h e r are 
the In­ 
dividual worke rs who are s**nt her. 
and th e re 
follow ing 
up 
different 
oasis. 
The dep artm en t as a whole 
is divided up som ething as follows: 
general medical, nervous disorders, 
ch ild ren ’s 
d ep a rtm en t, 
o r th o p e d i c 
d ep artm en t, g en lto -u rln ary and In 
dustrlal dep artm en ts. 
T h e la tte r, or 
Industrial d ep a rtm en t, 
deals 
only 
with those w ho ar** physically d* 
flcient not m entally, but those who 
by s*»m** m alform ation or physical cl* 
fortuity, would In th** n atu ra l court* 
of events become a burden to th e m ­ 
selves and to the com m unity. 
It Is 
astounding how m any such cas**s ar* 
found 
in a large 
city, 
especially 
am ong th** poor* r classes, the ten* 
m eat house class. 
I rem em ber h a v ­ 
ing my a tten tio n called to a young 
man 17 years of age. th*- oldest of a 
fam ily of Gx children with a d ru n k 
**n and abusive fath er, and w ith i 
m other of 4 5 who looked 75 
worn 
out by hard w ork over th e wash tub 
w rinkled an d care-w orn by anxiety 
over h e r children, broken In spirit by 
the curse of h er Inebriated husband 
This young m an was a m an In every 
respect, 
He tried his best to earn a 
man s wages and so relieve his moth 
«r a little, b u t u n fo rtu n a te ly he wa 
physically Incapacitated by a lateral 
cu rv a tu re of th e spine of such a de 
gr**e th a t he was terrib ly deform ed 
pitiful to look at and u tterly unabl* 
to do a m an s work. 
In fact all bt 
could do was to find little odd jobs 
which did n o t m aterially b etter the 
fam ily treasu ry . 
T his case cam e to 
th** atten tio n of the oclal service de­ 
p artm en t and the boy was placed in 
the hospital, not as a ch a rity eas** 
the Id* a of c h a rity is often dtstast* 
ful to a h ig h ly sen-!tIve n a tu re , such 
as these u n fo rtu n ate # frequently arc 
— b u t was allow ed to do little odd 
Jobs around the hospital to pay for 
his board and room. 
He was in te l­ 
ligently treated by the physician In 
charge for his spinal c u rv a tu re — not 
with an y Idea of a p erm an en t cur* 
b**cau e In th is ca-* 
such a happy 
result could not be looked for. but 
with th e Idea of m aking his deform 
Ity b e tte r— a t least to stay the pro 
cess and hee p him from becom ing 
w’orse. 
II* 
was also given hygienic 
and dietetic tre a tm e n t and at th* 
sam e tim e m entally encouraged, so 
th a t a t the end of six m onths he left 
the hospital a changed boy w ith 
different outlook on life. 
He had 
been m ade to believe th a t he had a 
place in the world, even lf he was not 
physically perfect, and he left the 
hospital w ith the firm d eterm in atio n 
to fill th a t place to the best of his 
ability. 
Before th e birth of social service 
this patien t would have been dis­ 
charged from the hospital, with the 
word ' ‘cu re d ” or possibly ‘im proved* 
afte r his n am e in the records, but 
n o t so with th is class of cases now 
About tw o w eeks previous to his tim e 
for leaving a -oclal w orker had gone 


th e round- of the factories, passing 
up several because she did not th in k 
they w ere fit for h er patient to work 
in. and finally finding one th a t came 
up to h e r ideas, in this case a shoe 
factory. 
She approached the super- 
nten d en t, enlisted his aid and ex­ 
plained the case fully, told w hat the 
boy would he able to do. how he w as 
handicapped by an enorm ous plaster 
cast encircling his body w hich even 
in t e r f e r e d some w ith the m ovem ent 
of his rig h t a rm — how he m ust not 
be made to lift heavy objects, how he 
m ust have a com fortable 
ch a ir 
to 
w ork In. his bench to be the proper 
height, w ith plenty 
of light 
and 
fresh a ir —in o th er words she w ent 
into detail as to w hat he should do 
and should not do. In this way c a r­ 
rying out th e tre a tm e n t as begun at 
th e hospital, at the sam e tim e allow ­ 
ing this young m an to take his place 
am ong 
men 
and ea rn 
wages like 
o th e r m en. th u s filling the niche a l­ 
loted h im In th e m ake-up 
of 
the 
world. 
He sta rted in at a salary of $1.00 
a week th a t was 
18 m onths 
ago. 
Twice a week th e social w orker sees 
him , h ea rs his report and talk s w ith 
hts forem an. 
At last reports th a t 
young m an was ea rn in g $10.00 a 
week. w ith his 
physical 
condition 
even b e tte r th a n it was before he 
left th e hospital. 
It was not c h a ri­ 
ty th a t prom pted his em ployer to 
raise his cnlary. for th a t was one 
thing th a t th e social w o rk er insisted 
on —th a t he should he paid only a i 
m uch as his services were worth. 
Now here is a case 
well 
wort*! 
studying —w ith o u t social service I 
ven tu re to assert th a t th at your.:; 
man by the tim e he was 30 would 
have been a crippled b eggar on th e 
treets, holding out his h a t for some 
more fo rtu n a te hu m an being to drop 
In a few coppers. 
In just th is m an 
a e r our beggars are created and our 
a1 rn-houses filled, 
It Is th e n a tu ra l 
history of ev en ts— a 
boy 
crippled 
physically by his deform ity; crippled 
m entally by his en v iro n m en t, a th ing 
looked at askance by every one ex­ 
cept his m other, tu rn ed dow n by bus 
In* sa m en because of his unfitness, 
no thing in his life to stim u la te his 
brain or his am bition, why sh o u ld n ’t 
he become a beggar, or ra th e r what 
Is to prevent his becom ing a beggar? 
Let us tu rn for a m in u te to an 
o th e r phase of the social w orker ti 
duties. 
For exam ple, cases of o r­ 
ganic h e a rt disease com ing u n d er th* 
ch ild re n ’s d ep artm en t, w here tr e a t­ 
m ent of the acu te stage of Incom pen­ 
sation is of p ara m o u n t im portance, of 
course, h u t w here fu tu re care Is of 
almost equal Im portance 
in 
order 
th a t th a t child may grow up to he 
a useful citizen, capable of su p p o rt­ 
ing himself, instead of a dependent 
Invalid all the rest of his Ilf**. This 
follows along th e Idea of prevention, 
I have m entioned before. 
Th** child 
of course is k« j t In bed du**#g th** 
acute* stage of Incom pensation Hod 
frequently for a long tim e u fter th* 
h eart 
Is 
w orking 
properly. 
Th 
process of g ettin g th e child out of 
bed and back to a norm al life is a 
bing am i tedious one. 
A fter a ear* 
fully g rad u a ted system of exercises 
has been finished we find th** child 
in practically norm al health, capable 
of an average am ount of play and ex 
ercise w ith o u t discom fort or 111 e f­ 
fect, but nevertheless holding In It* 
little chest a h e a rt whose valves do 
not close properly and which might 
easily g et o u t of balance by som* 
childish over-exertlon. 
U nder 
th* 
old regim e this child would have been 
discharged as cured and a fte r ra th e r 
hurried, half understood direction# as 
to fu tu re care by th** medical officer 
in charge, would have left th** bos 
pita!. 
T h e p a re n ts would soon for 
get the advice of the physician as to 
g u ard in g th e child ag ain st ov« r-ex»*r 
tion, w ith th e result th a t a n o th e r 
six m onths would 
find 
the 
child 
again In th** hospital, this tim** w ith 
hi 
heart m uch worse th a n befop 
doomed to several m o n th s’ stay In bed 
and quite possibly only to be relieved 
by death. 
U nder the present system of social 
service, afte r th** child leaves th* 
hospital he is accom panied 
to 
his 
home by a social w orker, who Im 
press*-* on th** p aren ts th e serious 
Bes# of the h e a rt condition, ex plain 
lng to them step by step what th* 
child m ust do and w h at he m ust not 
do 
In o th er words she a tte m p ts to 
make th e home en v iro n m en t fit th* 
patient both i i i * ntally and physically 
lf th** child Is of school age, she In 
sped# th e school, and 
m akes 
Bur* 
th at the child doe 
not have to clim b 
two or th ree flights of stairs to his 
school room 
th a t 
he 
is 
not 
r* 
qulr*‘d to overw ork his tired heart In 
calisthenics. 
T he nurse knows what 
his heart need# and has alread y pre 
scribed enough physical exercise t 
keep th e h e a r t well balanced, and 
she know s th a t aometlrnes even a lit 
tie ex tra 
physical 
exertion 
would 
spell disaster for her patient. 
All this supervision Is not arco rn 
pllshed In one visit or even In tw a ­ 
ttle freq u en tly m akes dally visit t* 
the home to tee th a t h er in stru c tio n s 
are being followed, and 
h e r 
w-ork 
w ith th is one p atien t frequently ex 
tends over m onths, som etim es years 
You can all, a*** J am sure, th a t th* 
path of a social service n urse does 
not wind In and out of a garden of 
rose’*. 
It requires a great 
deal 
of 
tact, and not a little skill to e a te r a 
home and teach the paten ta w h a t I 
good for th e ir child. 
These p are n t 
frequently belong to 
an 
Ignorant 
don’t care to r t of a d a ta , who all 
too fre q u en tly are 
Indifferent, and 
en ter only hair h eartedly 
in to 
the 
scientific tre a tm e n t of th e ir h andi 
capped 
offspring. 
B ut 
w hen 
a p ­ 
proached properly, 
and 
when 
the 
trea tm e n t Is slow ly and carefully ex 
plained; when the why and w herefor 
Is gone into In detail and the prom ­ 
ise given th a t u ltim ate good cannot 
help but follow', it Is only in rare In­ 
stances th a t p aren ts can n o t be In­ 
terested. 
T here are num erous o th e r phases 
of th e social w orker’s career which 
my tim e will perm it me only to brief­ 
ly m ention. 
X g reat deal of work I 
being done lately In a ttem p tin g to 


prevent th e so-called occupational or I 
in d u stria l diseases, such as Instruc-I 
tion to p a in ters and lead w orkers as 
to how hest to avoid lead poisoning, J 
im pressing on stone-cutters th a t In ­ 
h alation of the dust from th e ir work I 
freq u en tly will develop sto n e-c u tte rs’ 
consum ption, and how they can pre­ 
vent it; and th e sam e w ith o th er oc­ 
cupations such as rubber w orkers and . 
tinsm iths, all of whom are prone to) 
develop some disease associated e ith er 
directly or In some rem ote w ay w ith 
th e ir work. 
Inv estig atio n is being carried on 
also am ong th e tenem ents w ith the 
idea of p rev en tin g the developm ent 
of 
tuberculosis 
and 
alcoholism, 
teaching th e people th a t 
pure 
air. 
good food an d a happy 
sm ile 
are 
m ilestones on tho road to h e a lth and 
happiness, w here they would do well 
to stop and consider. 
R a th e r briefly I have given you my 
ideas resu ltin g from a study of the 
social 
service 
d ep artm en t 
of 
th e 
M assachusetts G eneral 
hospital 
In 
Boston. 
It Is certainly a w onderful 
work, and th e good that 
a 
social 
w orker does is surely not m easurable 
by any of th e ordinary benevolent 
acts of m ankind. 
In conclusion I desire to c o n g ra t­ 
u late you all on th** tra in in g you 
have received and to wish each of you 
th** beat th ere Is In your chosen p ro ­ 
fession. 
P resident ll. B. Sm ith reviewed th** 
history of the N orthern Pacific Ben­ 
eficial association na follows: 
The association wa# organized in 
1881 by Col. H erm an H nupt.

first building used as a hospital was

at Tacom a. W ash , was built. 
In 
1910 a stnnll em ergency hospital was 
built at Pasco. 
In 1912 th e G len­ 
dive hospital was erected. 
This 
m akes four general and an em erg en ­ 
cy hospital operated by the associa­ 
tion. 
In 1910 th e receipts of the associa­ 
tion w ere $88,000 and the expenses 
$83,000. 
Last y e a r’s hospital asso­ 
ciation receipts were $291,000 and 
the expenses $282,000. 
T his was an 
Increase In receipts and expenditure** 
In 25 years of approxim ately $200.- 
000 . 
In 1890 tho rases treated by hos­ 
pitals and Bn** surgeons u* r* 13,300. 
In 1915 th** rases treated num bered 
19.600. 
T his fiscal year, 
soon to 
clos**, Is expected to be the biggest 
year In th** history of tho association 
as to receipts, expenses 
and 
case* 
treated, for by the en d of Juno, end 
of th** fiscal y tar, th e cases ar** *x 
ported to nu m b er approxim ately 56,- 
000 as treated by hospital# and Un** 
surgeons. Th** increase of rases, Mr 
Sm ith th o u g h t, was largely d ue to 
the g rip epidemic and Its attending 
results. 
Th** N orthern Pacific Beneficial As 
snotation 
was organized to furnish 
medical anti surgical trea tm e n t to bs 
m em bers. 
It gives g re a te r car** to a 
g re a te r num ber by till# organized **f 
fort th an any individual rould at 
tain by his own unaided effort. 
It Is 
a trib u te to well p lanned organize 
Hon. 
O rganization 
an d 
Intelligent 
direction has caused th** grow th In 
churches, schools, colleges and oth 
or 
institution*. 
L abor

said the speaker.

Chicago, June 9 
"It seems to me 
that there Is a I alation between the 
campaign of 1856 ami tim campaign 
upon 
which we 
ar** now

There was on** great Issue in that 
campaign and It wus an ethical issue 
and im Issue of idealism art*! an Issue 
of Americanism.” This was the declar­ 
ation of Chauncey M. I ie pew in an ad 
dress before the Republican national 
convention 
"After thttt campaign, and what fol­ 
lowed, th** declaration of Independence 
stood and atli! stunds today for lib­ 
erty throughout th** world. 
And so 
today we have a groat world crisis. 
Ami we thank God that we cannot ho 
drawn Into It,” he continued. 
' We are entering upon this period 
either for th** assertion of American­ 
ism which will keep us out c»f th** con­ 
flict or a 
mollycoddle [#di< y 
which 
will put us Into it. 
"My friends, It wuh well known the 
Lusitania wan to be sunk. The presi­ 
dent of tho United .States could hav** 
said one word at that tim e amt there 
would have been no tragedy of the 
Lusitania.

On th** sam** authority it Is asserted 
that “a strategic breach, 
loo miles 
wide, has been blown in the Austrian 
front, involving the arm ies o f ’General 
Count von R othm er and General von 
Hoehm-Ermolli, and part of th at of 
Archduke Ferdinand.” 
According to other dispatches the 
Russian success is largely due to the 
unprecedented 
use of artillery, su r­ 
passing in Intensity any previous ef­ 
forts on either side on the eastern 
front. 
Tile retreat of many Austrian trench 
(I* tachm ents was com pletely cut off by 
a curtain of shrapnel through which 
it was Impossible for any living thing 
to pass, and the A ustrians w ere thus 
compelled to su rren d er en masse. 
Having recaptured Lutsk, on** of the 
triangle of Russian forts in Volhynia, 
from th** A ustro-H ungarians, th** Rus­ 
sians are pressing their adversaries 
westward.
